A fire occurred there on Aug 
6, 1986, in which a teenage girl 
died. The ruins of the house 
were left untouched while 
estigation was conducted 
by Madison County authorities 

The investigators have since 
released the burned home’ for 
removal from the site, but it has 
not been removed. 

Residents who live in the 
@mmediate vicinity want the 
charred ruins to be taken away, 

~ and have signed petitions that 
request action. 

Joan Spahn, one of those .cir- 
culating petitions, id the peti 
tions may be presented to gov- 
ernment officials but 
temporarily are being withheld, 
with the hope that authorities 
will proceed on their own. 

Neighbors say they have. con- 


tacted every local and county 
office and departmént_ that 
might have jurisdiction. So far, 
they said, they, have heard a 
variety of reasons why Madison 
County and Nameoki Township 
cannot clean up the site. 

~Parents say there are about 30 
children living within walking 
distance of the property. 

The mobile home is_ not 
secured. All doors stand open, 
providing access to the interior. 

A center section of the metal 
roof has collapsed and the 
almost razor-sharp edges are 
lying on the damaged floor of 
the mobile home. Jagged edges 
of broken windows protrude 
above the openings. 

On one side of the trailer, the 
outside wall has fallen toward 
the ground but remains upright, 
at an angle. This portion is held 
up by burned timbers and it 
appears they could give way if a 
child crawled underneath. 

Nameoki Township Supervisor 
Harry Briggs Sr. said, “I saw 
the need to remove the trailer 
but could do no more than refer

Police Chief Bill Harris said 
he is formulating,a testing policy 
for the department, which will 
be presented to the police union 
on Monday 

Perjak said she has- heard 
allegations from citizens that a 
number of officers use illegal 
drugs. 

“Apparently it’s quite common 
knowledge,’” Perjak said. In 
short and heated conversations 
between: Perjak and Harris 
before and after Tuesday’s City 
Council meeting, Perjak_ said 
Harris told her that four officers 
were suspected of using illegal 
drugs.

Eticam construction delayed

GRANITE CITY — A new pro- 
cessing plant that was scheduled 
for completion this year will not 
open at least until next year 

A lack of transportation and 
utility access have caused Eti- 
cam Inc. of Warwick R.I. to 
delay applying for several per- 
mits to the Illinois. Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency. The per- 


mits are required for Eticam’s * 


plant, which will treat industrial 
liquid waste, some of which is 
classified as hazardous by the 
IEPA 

“It was made very clear to 
me that the EPA would not 


accept an incomplete applica- 
tion,’ said Alan Ortbals, city 
economic development director, 

Ortbals said Eticam could not 
apply for the permits until all 
access problems have_ been 
resolved. The property Eticam 
purchased, which is adjacent to 
the Tri-City Regional Port Dis- 
trict and the Norfolk & Western 
Railway on Illinois 3, was_not 
contiguous to Granite City, 
which is required in order for 
the city to issue industrial reve- 
nue bonds. Under EPA require- 
ments, the plant also had to 
have access to Illinois 3 and all 
utility lines in the area 


Eticam has requested and 


received easements from various 
public bodies and utilities in 
order to be guaranteed access to 
utilities and roads. The ease- 
ment and annexation process 
was more complicated and took 
more time than originally 
thought and was just completed 
last month, Ortbals said. 
Meantime, Eticam used $3 
million of the $9 million in reve- 
nue bonds the city approved for 
the company ta buy equipment 
for the plant. The other $6 mil- 
lion is in a, bank in Connecticut 
and is to be used for the con- 
struction. Eticam had set a ten-

To‘ the editor: 

Recently, the .question of cam- 
paign neing has been debat- 
ed on the floor of the U.S. Sen- 
ate. At the same time, I have 
received hundreds of letters 
from concerned people who 
believe some kind of reform is 
needed. : 

I agree there are a number of 
areas in the present federal elec- 

y in which improvements 
could be made; however, before 
any changes are implemented, 

are must be taken to ensure 
that the reforms do not create 
more problems than they solve 

First, we must make sure out- 
side interest groups cannot pour 
millions of dollars into cam- 
paigns and go completely unac- 
countable to the people. 

Under the. current ‘system, 
these groups — whether they be 
labor or business, pro-life or 
pro-choice, pro-defense spending 
or for’a nuclear freeze — con- 
tribute a lot of money through 
independent expenditures and 
never report them to anyone. 

Second, we must make sure 
that money” channeled through 
national partly -committees to 
benefit a candidate for federal 
office is fully reported. In .the 
past, business and’ labor -groups 
have attempted to circumvent 
the federal campaign limits by 
using this means of support, 
which is called ‘‘soft money.”’ 

. we need to make sure 
groups which claim a 
tax-exempt status from the 
Internal Revenue Service are not 
participating in campaign activi- 
ties contrary to their special tax 


status. 

Finally, we should have some 
additional limitation on_ the 
amount of money a_ political 
action committee can contribute 
to a candidate for federal office. 

I am co-sponsoring S.1326, the 
Federal Campaign Reform Act 
of 1987, which squarely 
addresses these needs. 

This bill would require report- 
ing of independent expenditures 
and soft money, and would 
strengthen our laws to stop 
tax-exempt groups from unlaw-- 
fully participating in politics 
while further limiting PAC con- 
tributions from their current lév- 
els of $10,000 per candidate to 
$6,000. 

Now, there is another cam- 
paign finance reform bill cur- 
rently under consideration, the 
Senatorial Election Campaign 
Act, S.2. It takes the expensive, 
pro-incumbent approach of limit. 
ing campaign expenditures by 
establishing public financing. 

It would make the taxpayer 
pay for campaigns, an estimated 
$300 million to $500 million each 
election. 

At a time when we barely 
haye enough funds to cover 
basic services and an adequate 
national defense, public financ- 
ing is abhorrent to. me. 

It would make taxpayers con- 
tribute to candidates they do not 
support. 

It would be the equivalent of 
faod stamps for senators + a 
welfare program where the ben- 
eficiaries"
